Israel Halperin, Canadian-born citizen of Russian parentage, 
was one of the srincipals implicated in Soviet Military Intelligence 
operations in Canada as disclosed through the defection of Igor Gouzenko. 


Apprehended in February, 1946, Halperin was placed on trial for conspiracy - 


to violate the Canadian Official Secrets ict. However, on March 4, 1947, 
charges against him were dismissed upon refusal of a co-conspirator 
(David Gordon Lunan) to testify against him. 


On March 12, 1946, copies of an address book and diary found 
in Halperin's possession.at the time of his apprehension were forwarded 
to the Bureau. 


A review of the attached memorandum dces not indicate the 
subject is pro-Soviet and engaged in sensitive employment nor does it 
contain allegations that subject was engaved in espionage activities; 
therefore, no further action in this matter is being taken by the 
Espionage Section at this time,

Halperin 
was placed on trial for conspiracy to violate the Canadian Official Secrets 
Act. However, on March 4, 1947, charges against him were dismissed upon 
refusal of a co-conspirator to testify against him, 


Frances Goldfarb is the subject of a Security Matter - C 
investigation by the New York Office. She is an individual described in 
1944 as being about 25 or 30 years of age and having the occupation of 
housewife. Special Transfer No. 1726, dated September 28, 1943, indicated 
that Frances Goldfarb, Book No. 9361, address - 720 Riverside Drive, was 
transferred to the 22nd AD Ulub from Branch "S 1," This information was 
obtained from a confidential source at the New York County Committee of 
the Communist Party.

In 1949 FRANCES GOLDFARB, 720 Riverside Drive, New 
York, N.¥., registered for the Ameriean Labor Party. 


In an anonymous letter.to the NY office dated 7/25/50, 
Dr, WILLIAM GOLDFARS and his wife were mentioned as being 
active. in the May Day Parade and as upholding the Civil Rights 
Congress. The letter was signed by a person a himself 
as a resident of 720 Riverside Drive, NYC, 


It is noted that an investigation at 720 Riverside 
Drive failed to identify the writer of the anonymous letter, 
and that the information in the anonymous letter has not been 
corroborated, 


‘The father of WILLIAM GOLDFARB is SAMUEL GOLDFARB, 
670 Williams Avenue, Brooklyn, New York. The records of the 
Brooklyn Board of Elections reflects that in 1936 SAMUEL GOLDFARB, 
670 Williams Avenue, registered as a Communist. There is no 
registration record for him for the years 1937-1941. In 1942 
and. 1943 he registered under the banner of the American Labor as 
Party. These records indicate that SAMUZL GOLDFARB became 
a citizen of the United States in January, 1907. 


; The records of the Secretary of State, Albany 
New York, reflect that SAMUEL GOLDFARB, 670 Williams Avenue, 
Brooklyn, New York, signed the 1942 election petition for the 
Communist Party New York State. His signature appears on 
page 6881. 


It will be noted that FRANCES GOLDFARB is the subject 
of a security index card in this office. WILLIAM GOLDFARS is not 
a security. index subject in this office. 


In view of the fact that FRANCES and WILLIAM GOLDFARB 
have apparently never been very active in Communist affairs, 
and the lack of any recent substantive information that they 
have been active in Communist affairs, it is requested that 
permission be granted to interview both subjects to determine 
their present sympathies,

She stated that she is not and never was a member of 
the Communist Party and never possessed a Communist Party 
membership card. She stated that she was never interested in 
Communism and to her knowledge never associated, with members 
of the Communist Party. 


Mrs» GOLDFARB advised that in about 1948 or 199 
for a brief period she was a member of an organization having 
the name, American Women for Peace, or a similar sounding name 

af and that MINNAYSOBEL, 706 Riverside Drive, New York City, was 
a leading figure in that organization. Mrs. GOLDFARB stated 
i ‘that she attended about four meetings of this organization, 
_ which meetings were held about once a month in Mrs. SOBEL'S 
home. She stated that she dropped out of this organization 
upon learning that it had been cited as subversive by the 
Attorney General. 


Concerning ISRAELAHALPERIN, a Soviet espionage 
agent who was apprehended by ‘the Royal Canadian Mounted 
Police in 1946, Mrs. GOLDFARB stated that she and her husband 
met HALPERIN in about 1938 or 19.0, at which time HALPERIN was 
affiliated with the Institute of Advanced Science at Princeton, 
New Jersey... She met HALPERIN through a mutual friend, HENRY 

SKwatuman, who at that time was also affiliated with the Institute — 
of Advanced Science. 


She further st ted that she had also met HALPERIN 
at the home of Dr. JOSEP UBIN, a dentist with offices on 
Eastern Parkway, Brooklyn, New York. She stated that she was 
not well acquainted with HALPERIN, having met him only a very 
few times at social gatherings, and knew nothing of his 
background or activities. 


She stated that WALLMAN is now a Professor ina 
university in Gotterburg, Sweden, and was formerly associated 
_with the University of North Carolina, University of Wisconsin 
and the Massachusetts Institute of Technology. LEONAMWALLMAN 


; is the wife (Ofc HENRY JALLMAN and is PEorenyly with her husband

Confidential Informant T-1, of known reliability, 
advised in March, 1948, that the Social Service Employees 
Union, Local 19, was a branch of the United Office and 
Professional. Workers of America and that many of the officers 
of the Social Service Employees Union were either members of 
the Communist Party or in sympathy with its policies and 
cooperated with known Communist organizations. ‘ 


Confidential Informant T-2, another government 
agency which conducts intelligence investigations, advised in 
March, 1942, that the Social Service Employees Union of New 
York City was controlled by Communists. 


The "Guide to Subversive Organizations and 
Publications," dated March 3, 1951, prepared and released 
by the Committee on Un-American Activities, Ue Se House of 
Representatives, Washington, D. C., contains the following 
concerning the American Labor Party: 


"American Labor Party 


"]. ‘For years, the Communists have put forth the 
greatest efforts to capture the entire American Labor Party 
throughout New York State. They succeeded in capturing the 
Manhattan and Brooklyn sections of the American Labor Party 
but outside of New York City they have been unable to win 
control.! (Special Committee on Un-American Activities, 
Report, March 29, 194, page 78.)

Confidential Informant T-4, of known reliability, 
advised that EVELYN ADLER, 18 West 20th Street, New York 
City, was a leader and Executive Secretary of Local 19 of 
the Social Service Employees Union, United Office and 
Professional Workers of America, CIO, which has consistently 


Confidential Informant T-5, of known reliability, 
advised that at a special state convention of the New York 
State Communist Political Association held in July and August, 
1945, BERNARD SEGAL was elected a member of the State Committee 
of the Communist Political Association. SEGAL was a trade union 
functionary affiliated with the United Office and Professional 
Workers of America, < 


The May 5, 1945, edition of the "Morning Freiheit" 
mentioned the name of BERNARD SEGAL as the Executive Director 
of the Social Service Employees Union, Local 19, CIO. 


The "Morning Freiheit" was cited by Attorney 
General FRANCIS BIDDLE in the Congressional Record, September 2h, 
1942, page 7686, as a "Communist Yiddish daily." 


Confidential Informant T-6, of known reliability, 
advised on about July 29, 1941, that HENRY WALLMAN, an 
instructor in mathematics at the University of North Carolina, 
transported several known Communists in North Carolina in his 
automobile from Chapel Hill, North Carolina, to New York for 
the purpose of attending an American Peace Mobilization 
meeting held on April 3-5, 191. 
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Confidential fatsewene Te7, of known reliability, 
during the latter part of 1946 advised that HENRY and _LEE, 
WALLMAN, 36 Grozier Road, Cambridge, Massachusetts, visited 
TSRAEL HALPERIN in Canada and brought back instructions on_ 
the preparation of a protest to Canadian authorities, as 
well as ways and means of raising further funds to aid HALPERIN. 
The informant advised that the WALLMANS were good friends of 
HALPERIN.
